Horrible Deed of Dr. Remington 
| dt Hot Springs. 


USED CLEAVER AND M. 


The Orime Discovered Monday Morn- 
ing, But the Murder Was Com- 
mitted Last Thursday. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Sept. 2—The dead 
bodies of Dr. N. M. Remington and his 
mother, Mary Remington, were found at 11 
o’clock this morning at their home by a 
colored girl, 

They were almost wmrecognizable, the 
mother more so than the son. The supposi- 
tion is that the son, who has been discon- 
Solate for some time on account of no prac- 
tice, killed his mother and then himself. 

The mother was seen alive Thursday and 
the son Friday. By the side of Mrs. Rem- 
ington’s bed was found a meat cleaver, 
covered with blood, and an ax underneath 
her. Her head was beat into a jelly. After 
the deed a sack of flour was thrown over 
her head. 

In the adjoining room was found the young 
doctor with the arteries cut in both hands 
and three cuts in the region of the heart, 
all of which was done with a surgical knife 
which he took from a case found near the 
dresser. The room was offe mass of curdled 
blood. It is supposed the mother was mur- 
dered Thursday night: and that on Friday 
night the crazy son killed himself. 


Some time ago Remington was believed to 
be unbalanced in his mind, but has been ra- 
tional on all subjects lately. 

Mrs. Remington was the sister of Mayor 
Waters. Dr. Remington during the small-pox 

, epidemic, was one of the consulting physi- 

dans of the Board of Health. The Coronér is 
now holding an inquest. There is no doubt 
but that the verdict will be in ~~ 
with the above facts.

IN Manson 


The Man Supposed to Have Been 3 
Drowned in the Missouri River. 


WAS INSURED FOR $55,000. 


Remarkable Sequel to an Insurance 
Case Which Has Gained 
Wide Attention.

DULUTH, Minn., Sept. 2.—Dr. F. H. Fra- 
ker, the man who was supposed to have been 
drowned in the Missourt River near Excel- 
sior Springs, Mo., two years ago, has been 


‘found near this city. 


Fraker was captured in the woods near 
Tower, Minn., yesterday. Fraker’s life was 
insured for $56,000 and the heirs brought suit 
in the Missouri courts to recover. The insur- 

ance companies were defeated in the final 
decision, it being recorded last month. It 
was always maintained by the companies 
that Fraker was alive, but his whereabouts 
were unknown. 

Recently it became known in some way 
that Fraker was near Tower, where he 
was known under the alias of Schnell. At- 
torney Robert T. Herrick and Deputy Sheriff 
Wilkinson came here and organized 
a perty to search for him. Fraker 
was f und in the woods and his capture was 
“fected in a strategic manner. He was 
D ught to Duluth to-day and was taken to 
Tom ‘a at once.

The figures as published for some time 
past show a steady gain in circulation of

DELUSIVE STREET CAR FENDERS. 


As emphasizing what the Post-Dispatch

Board of Public Improvements would do 
well to heed. He says that such a fender 
might work well in summer, but that in 
the months when ice and snow prevail, 
the trigger and releasing mechanism 
would freeze. When the motorman— 
supposing he was vigilant and ready to 
release the fender—pressed the trigger, 
he would find that he was powerless to 
make it work, and instead of saving life 
the mechanism would prove a trap and 
a snare, 

As for the trouble which is anticipated 
by the fender freezing up so that it 
cannot be removed from one end of the 
car to the other, it can be obviated by 
the use of a fender at each end, and the 
authorities should insist upon this, on 
all roads not provided with a turntable 
at the end of the track or some method 
of avoiding running cars backwards on 
the return journey. 

Whether fenders can be so constructed 
as to keep from freezing or not, the 
Board of Public Improvements should not 
for a moment consider any fender that 
depends upon the motorman for its use- 
fulness. Actidents seldom occur in such 
a way that there is time for precau- 
tion, and it is well-known that children 
will. rush in front of and under cars 
withzut a moment's warning. On 
erowded streets it is impossible for a 
motorman to see persons who may be 
crossing the track carelessly in time to 
release the fender. 

Solve the question properly and for 
all time by choosing a fender that will 
be ready to save life under all circum- 


stances. 
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POLICE REGULATION EXTRAORDENARY. 


It is announced that President Roose- 
elt of the New York Police Board has 
decided that if a woman conducts herself 
properly she may ride horseback astride 
in bloomers or divided skirt. 

It is gratifying to observe that Mr.

proper costume for that purpose and of 
being foolish enough to inaugurate a 
police crusade against women riding 
astride.

BERLIN, Sept. 2.—Emperor William was 
astir early to-day and inaugurated the sec- 
ond day of the festivities in connection 
with the celebration of the battle of 1870-1 
by. personally decorating with branches of 
oak leaves, the four corps standards. The 
first regiment of the Guards were drawn 
up in front of the castle to witness the cer- 
emony.
